Carriedo and Jerry Bullard. 

With a rising spirit, deep desire and wanting to 
achieve permeating the squad, as well as an endeavor 
by this year’s sophomores especially to get more of 
their better fellow students interested in speech and 
debate, it is felt that once again Sweetwater’s name 
will take its old position in speech competition. But, 
because of fighting against odds, this year’s squad 
can still be unquestionably said to have been one of 
definitely championship caliber.
